Syd Smith Flayc a Part in a Bcenario 
Not Staged Before a Camera. 

[Dr. J. L. Smith received the foUowttij^ 
letter, October 29th, from hit son, Sydney 
C. Smith. It was written while Sydney 
wai in a hospital recovering from wounds 
received in the fighting which he tries to 
describe in his own way.] 

PRANCB, October 9, 1918. 
A. P. O. 776. 

To MY Dbar Folks : — Yes! your 
l)oy is still at it. I am cotning along 
fine, and I'll be back at the front in 
a couple of weeks. I think they are 
going to send me down to the south- 
em part of France. If they do, that 
will l>e fine, I am in need of a rest. 
I am speaking of all the doughboys 
when I say rest. 

I am going to try to get back to 
my outfit. I doc't know if I can 
make it or not. Sometimes one 
gets lost and is sent to another 
department. But send my mail to 
the same address. I can do the 
changing from this end. 

Just a little word, as the old say- 
ing goes:— 

We were ready to "go over" at 
about 5:10 A.M. on the 26th of Sep- 
teml>er, lined up the best way we 
could on the side of a hill covered 
with underbrush and many trees, 
when all of a sudden — Wham! an old 
shell bursts right over our heads by 
hitting a tree and throwing plenty of 
shrapnel. We all kind of ducked 
our heads, thinking nothing could 
happen where we were, because we 
were on the off side of the hill from 
the enemy. Why ! that was nothing, 
was the thought that flashed through 
our minds, because all through the 
night, on our hike to this hill, the 
barrage was growling over our heads. 

Well, we were told to report and 
we did. Just as I said, ** All pre- 
sent?" — Wham! — another one kiss- 
ed us good morning, and there was 
where this little chicken was what 
I call good and scared. I know 
how the other boys felt, t>ecause 
they all felt just like me. That was 
number two. On we went, crossed 
ft smalt stream, about a mile more, 
to the trenches that they had had 
for four years, but no Huns. Gee ! 
they sure must have had a swell 
time all those years in those trenches, 
all fixed up, and everything, dugouts 
so deep you could drop a bomb 
down the stairs, and it would go off 
before it would get anywhere near 
the bottom. But the Huns were all 
gone. 

By this time we were over our 
shock No. 2, because there were no 
shells hitting near us — I mean real 
near. The Captain told Lieutenant 
C. to start his platoon up a new 
trail. My squad leading the 
platoon, away we went. The 
French officer that was with us said 
to the Captain, " You need a bay- 
onet man about fifty yards to the 
front." Well, little me had to hear 
this remark — there was no more 
said, because I was out there at that 
distance, heart l>eating. and just as 
proud as I could be. This was my 
first time to volunteer at anything, 
besides being first in the * ' mess line. * * 
Bayonet at the guard, on we went. 
Now I'll bet you expect to read 
about your boy just knocking them 
right and left, killing a couple of 
Huns and capturing many right 
there in front of his company, with 
his little bayonet. No, I did not 
happen to be the leading man that 
morning. I did not see one ! Can 
you beat that ? Oh ! the thoughts 
that went through my head; just 
how I would stick the first one; get 
away, jump at the next, get him, and 
so on, but — Wham! — one of those 
sweet babies just blew my dream 
up, and I went a little ways with it, 
but not far. If I can keep my feet 
I am pretty fast. So far so good. 
Then we fell out for a rest. Our 
rest was not for long, as the shell got 
too hot. W^e started across an open 
space, and it was there that we had 
our first introduction to the machine 
gun. Oh! fine; they have such a 
wonderful crack to them. I would 
say they are snappy. It sounds like 
there was about a dozen cowboys 
around you with their nice long 
whips, trying to see just how close 
they could come to your face with 
out hitting you. Pleasant feeling! 

We advanced to the woods under 
this fire. The woods were lousy 
with machine guns. They were up 
Ui the trees and down in the holes 



and hidden everywhere in the bushes. 
We would sneak along on our bellies, 
pushing bushes away with our rifles, 
and— Blooie! blooie! blooie!— then 
some one would spot Mr. Gun, and 
around the ends we would go, get 
close, and over with one of our sweet 
bombs, and the funny things about 
our l>ombs, placed right, things 
would be so nice and quiet. Then 
on we would go. 

There was one boy alongside of 
me. He sure was a good fighter, 
He said, " I got five so far; I told dad 
I would get me at least five. " It was 
not ten minutes after that when he 
got his. That was the same shell 
that got me. But I am not bad at 
all. I am going back just ^s soon as 
they will let me. Now don't think 
that I am crazy about that front line, 
because I am not, and I am just as 
scared of those things they call bul- 
lets and shells as the next one; but 
as long as I can go, PU go. Some- 
body has to. Back here in this hos- 
pital there are boys that have been 
on the front four or five, and some- 
times seven and eight times, and 
they still talk about going back. 
Then why should I stay back — only 
been over twice. The more times 
one goes over, the better he can get 
along. I don't know just why, but 
one can see more, and is not so quick 
to do a thing; he thinks a while, and 
then he goes, and ten to one he is 
bettering himself every time he goes 
over.

Saturday, No- 
vember 16th, Coach Hughes and 
twenty of his doughty warriors In- 
vaded Chester, Pa., and did every- 
thing permissable under the law of 
Penns} I vania and the codes of Inter- 
collegiate foot ball to the Pennayl. 
vania Military College eleven. 
This is the first victory theBulYand

Caillaux inquired 
if this was true, and wai* told, 
**No.'* 

The third scene found her at the 
editor-'s oillce, inquiring of him if he 
published all the facts against her 
husband. Cadet Leoir Wincig, act- 
ing as editor, was ahot by her for 
r-efusing to omit the articles against 
her husband in the next issue. 

A place in Italy was the fifth 
soeno, in an office owned by Cail- 
laux This office was used for Qer- 
rnair agents to hold meetings and 
give reports to Caillaux about the 
conditions of the Italian people. 
They were trying to influence the 
Italians to give up war agains* Ger- 
many. 

Later a Hoeret Service Agent 
came in and trad a wariantfor the 
arrest of Caillaux, from the Freuoh 
Government. 

Scene sixth puts Bolo Pasha in 
his printing plant— having news 
published against his country. He 
was later caught and shot. 

The trial of Caillaux came in the 
last scene, and the platform was 
prepared for such an occasion. 
There was a jury, clerk, lawyeis 
and witnesses. There was a long 
argument between the two lawyers, 
mnl the jury finally convicted 
Caillaux of treason.

Detroit had an orgy of noise and 
marching and flag-waving and 
laughter Thurday afternoon and 
evening, Noveml>er 7lh, although 
the Government sternly refused to 
confirm the great news and assured 
the people that it was unfounded. 

Detroit's soul had been stirred as 
never liefore, profoundly stirred as 
it passed through what it believed to 
be one of iiistory's greatest hours. 
We were all thankful that Michigan 
is <JryI 

No matter how much the people 
were shoved 01 jostled around, or 
ht)w many times their feet were 
trampled upon, there was no protest 
or olijection. The people were too 
hapj)y to think of such things. 

Away from llie crowd Thursday 
evening, Novemlier 7tli, tlie Detroit 
deaf spent the hours quietly at tlie 
Dad Club, where they played 
billiaids, talked and walked around, 
some of th«*m stood with their eyes 
staling towaid the ceilings and 
their hands slowly moving. In their 
hands were newsjiapers with a glar- 
ing headline saying the War had 
ended. Pinned on Iheir coal lajiels 
were U S flags One look was en- 
(High to tell what they were doing. 
They were thanking God that the 
war WHS over and the soldier boys 
would soon be home. Their spirits 
matched mine. 

Frank McHughes, Secretary cd' 
the p. A. D., and several hundred 
deaf-mules, who are employed at 
the Ford Plant, witnessed the men 
and Women, thegreatei majt)rity be- 
ing foreigners, give full play to their 
emotions. Nationality was for- 
gotten. Turks embraced Serbians 
and danced with arms entwined, 
Russian, overwhelmed by his emo- 
tion, kissed S(>ainatd ami Norse in 
an ecstasy of joy. Bubbling with 
inespressible feeling, these people 
from other lands, more elemental in 
their joys, IoosihI the reins iuiposed 
by a colder and nntre conservative 
clime, and gave themselves ovei to 
an 01 g3^ of emotionalism. 

From the windows of the sky- 
scrapers white stordis id confetti 
fluttered down, fliling tlie air anil 
c^trpeting the street, like a Christ- 
mas whiteness' accompanying the 
new " Peace on Eaith, Good will to 
men " George Tripp, of Flint, re- 
turned home that evening, after 
witneHMing this great turmoil. 
One of the queen^st sights was that 
of negroes (uirading carrying flags 
of Japan. Tfrey had, it is ntated, 
tried to buy American flags, but the 
supply was exhausted, bo they 
bought the Ally flags available. 

Al>out thirty minutes past one o'- 
clock in the afttrnoon, a dirigible 
airship came aflimling into view in 
the sky from the direction of 
Ontario. ** A Zeppelin," shout the 
crowds as they strained their eyes 
upward toward the bulk that moved 
majestically over the city. 

While jofllUug through a group of 



deaf-mutes a man, who carried 
many flags, was heard teiliug an- 
other man: "These people don't 
seen very enthusiastic. It must be 
they have nobody in the fighting 
line." '*0h, yes, they have," 
ausweied the other, 'Hheir wives." 

The next morning came the 
papers, and hung the following 
beautiful wreath on the front- 
** Truce is unsigned," ' IJard 
Coal JPrice advanced" " Weath 
er — Rain." 

On Monday all day, November 
11th, everything was clcised. The 
Dad Club was the mecca of the 
deaf and they spent the day long 
in shouting with glee. 

Buisting into a delirious roar ot 
celebration, they struck at the 
picture of Bill Hoheuzollern with 
iheir fists— '* To Hell with the 
Kaiser." 

Rev. Mr, Allabough staid in De 
tioit that day and' witnessed the 
turmoil. He wondered if his home 
city was in the same way. He left 
for home Monday night, November 
11th, by boat. 

A large congregation attended 
both morning and afternoon ser- 
vices to hear Rev Mr. Albibongh's 
sermon Sunday, Noveml>er lOlh, at 
the chapel of St. John's, St. 
Luke 6 :49, was read, after which 
he delievered an interesting sermon.

November 16, 1918.— It is still a 
mooted question as regarding the 
transfer of the Institution to the U. 
S. Government, for a hospital for 
wounded soldiers. Some decision 
was to have been reached yester- 
day, but no officials came. During 
the week, however, on two separate 
occasions men were taking, a survey 
and measurement of the grounds. 
The contract for the transfer was 
made a couple of weeks ago and the 
matter for approval rests with the 
War Department of the Govern- 
ment. Since the cessation t)f 
hostilities in Europe last Monday, 
there are many who think the Insti- 
tution will not be needed for the 
soldiers, and that the school will 
continue to hold it. We hope tbe 
uncertafuty will be reiievod one 
way or the other soon. 

Monday moiuing last, just as 
people were arising, whistles blew 
and bells rang throughout the city, 
announcing for the second time 
that an armistice had been signed. 
This time it was a real fact Parades 
began almost immediately, attended 
by noise of all kinds. As regards 
work, it was Blue Monday for every 
one, for shops and stores were 
clojsed to allow people an opportu- 
nity to give vent to their rejoicing 
over the glad news. 

The school for deaf was dis- 
missed at 8:30 o'clock, and teachers 
of the younger classes went up to 
High Street to see the parade 
and rejoicing, while the older 
pupil, were left to themselves to 
go where they could best to see 
the procession. 

The two drill companies of the 
school, in charge of director Ohle- 
macher joined the parade for 
iwhile and then marched over to 
the north side of the State House, 
near tbe Governor's office, expect- 
ing him to address them. For 
some reason he did not appear, but 
State Librarian Newman filled his 
place. He congratulated the boys 
upon their fine appearance and 
the deaf in general for their aid 
in bringing the Hun to his knees. 
True they did no fighting, but the 
purchase of War Stamps, bonds, 
and doing Red Cross work, was 
equally helpful In winning the war 
as fighting 

In the afternoon, school was 
again dismissed and pupils again 
went up to High Street to witness 
the marching and rejoicings of the 
people. It was near midnight 
when the ding and clang ceased, 
only because the rejoicers had 
worn themselves out. Such a 
parade was never before witnessed 
in the city. Everything conceiv- 
able that would make a noise, was 
UNed to hammer on. In one instance 
the Kaiser was represented by a 
dead hog conveyed in a hearse, 
transparencies decrying him were 
numerous. 

The Goodyear Silents went 
down to Chillicothe Saturday, to 
play the soldier team there a foot- 
ball game the day following. A 
number of rooters came'along, who 
stopped over in this city Saturday, 
going down next morning The game 
was a hard fought one with neither 
si<le vvinning. The Akronites came 
back to the city Sunday evening, 
and spent next day here, returning 
on the five o'clock train to Akron

Now that peace hascome — thanks 
be to God, and to our heroic Allies 
and to our own brave soldiers — we 
hope the New England Gallaudet 
Association will rise up from its 
grave of inactivity, and that in 1919 
it c^u have a good, rousing conven- 
tion. Why not right here in old 
Hartford f If that is too far away 
from Maine and Boston, how about 
Worcester or Providence? Both 
are fine towns and central to all 
New England. There used to tie 
conespoudents to the Journal in 
these towns to extol their merits, 
but, alas ! they got tired and quit. 
We miss their news items. 

All our younger deaf men, and 
most of the middle-aged deaf too, 
are now F'rats. Perhaps the New 
England Gallaudet Association no 
longer interests them. But a con- 
vention of all New England deaf 
would broadeu us and give us a big 
gathering. The Frats have plea- 
sant local parties, but we, New 
England deaf now have no big 
convention. The N. E. Gallaudet 
Convention in Springfield several 
years ago was a fine gathering of 
the deaf. Can't we boom Hartford 
for a big New England Gallaudet 
Convention for 1119 ? We are sure 
the Frats will come, and we know 
their wives will if they can 
get enough money. Next to 
old Hartford, perhaps Providence 
is as good a town as any. 
There is an interesting school there 
for the deaf, too. 

Is a farm far away in the country 
a good place for a deaf per on to 
live. This question hasl>eeu forced 
on our attention lately by meeting 
a deaf-mute who is a farmer, who 
seldom has a chance, can't afford to 
travel to meet his fellow deaf. His 
years of solitary farm life has 
matle him odd in a marked degree 
The neighboring hearing peopl»* 
consider himself insane — probably 
a most unjust opinion. His oddity 
is the results of his years of lonely 
living on a farm 

We used to wonder why the 
deaf people cling to cities and fac- 
tory work, instead of living on 
farms in the country. But it is 
because their si>uls hunger for 
friendships ami pleasant associa 
tions and conversations with their 
own kind. Farming life is too 
lonely, loo friendless, to lie happy 
or wholesome, or. even sane. The 
deaf surely need to get together 
among themselves. Hence conven- 
tions and social gatherings are very 
essential to their happiness. Some 
U^af people are a bit difficult to get 
along with socially — but It is up to 
us to learti to get along with them. 
'* Bear ye one another's liurden and 
so fulfill the law of Christ." If 
there is anything under the heav 
ens that make u^ disgusted, it is 
that we deaf should be snobbish 
and uncharitable with our fellow 
deaf no matter how poor or igno- 
rant or unfortunate or cranky 
they may be. That is one of the 
lessons we have learned in our old 



Weeks, •' Softly Now the Light of 
Day." For Prof. Clark, ''Abide 
with Me." For Principal Williams, 
*' Lead, Kindly Light." These three 
men lie buried near one another, 
and spent long years as teachers of 
the deaf — Principal Williams, 47 
years; Prof. Clark, as teacher and 
lecturer, 50 yeais; Prof. Weeks, 
64 years as teacher.
